Here Sunday Range 
from 700 to 1700 


You w ouldn’t have believed it 
unless you saw the scene with 
your ow n eyes — the 
biggest 
peace-tim e flight in aviation's his­ 
tory and it all took place Sun­ 
day at the P alm Springs A ir­ 
port. 
The occasion w as the sixth an­ 
nual B reakfast Flight sponsored 
by the Los A ngeles Junior Cham­ 
ber of Com m erce — the second 
since W orld W ar II—w ith an es­ 
tim ated num ber of m ore than 
1,009 civilian planes parked wing- 
tip to w ing-tip on every avail­ 
able spot a t the airport. 


TED REED, president of the 
local 
chapter 
of 
the 
National 
A eronautical association, who as­ 
sisted in the air traffic w hile sta­ 
tioned som ew here near the center 
of the landing runw ays, said he 
lost track of his count w hen the 
num ber of arrivals reached close 
to 700. 
T hat w as at 9:30 a.m. 
while the sky overhead w as still 
banked w ith everything from a 
glider to the tw o-m otored D.C.- 
3s. At 1 p.m. planes w ere still 
coming in for a landing. 
Wes Beeman, chairm an of the 
breakfast flight for the aviation 
com m ittee of the Los Angeles 
Junior C ham ber of Commerce, es­ 
timated 
that 
1500 
planes had 
touched the ground at the air­ 
port. He m ay have been a little 
enthusiastic 
in 
this estim ation 
but there w ere others of the op­ 
inion that he was not far from 
the real total. 


EVERY KNOW N type of civil­ 
ian plane took p art in the flight 
and included w ere two gliders 
that had successfully m ade the 
journey from Los Angeles. Cap­ 
tain R. S. C larke, com m ander of 
the Los A lam itos Naval Station, 
headed a group of six Grum an 
Torpedo ships to take a part in 
the flight to th e local airport. 
Mrs. M ary Nelson, m anager of 
the airport, w as a m ighty busy 
woman Sunday. 
In addition to 
providing as m any breakfasts as 
possible u n d er the unexpected 
bulge of pilots and passengers, 
supplying of 
gasoline 
for the 
ships, kept fuel trucks going at 
a steady pace a ll day. 
R em arkable w as the fact that 
only two m inor accidents occured.

Murphy, 432 N. Palos Vedes St..

Pedro, 
ground-looped

landing. He w as unhurt but his 
passenger, Elna Zorotovich, 125 
Golden Ave., Long Beach, re­ 
ceived a few abrasions.

alone, had the w heels of his ship 
lock on landing, 
causing slight

County Hospital 


Facilities Open 


To Polio Victims 


That the county hospital will 
open its facilities to all persons 
suffering from polio or the after 
effects of the dread malady, re­ 
gardless of whether indigent or 
not, was the policy set by the 
board of supervisors when Dr. 
William Stailey, superintendent 
of the county hospital, requested 
a ruling concerning the admission 
and care of a 15-year old post 
polio patient. 
Care of non-indigent patients 
will be furnished on a cost basis. 


THE REQUEST for the laying 
down of a policy came from Dr. 
Stailey in the form of a letter, 
which said that care in the past 
had not been refused polio pa­ 
tients, but that some sort of con­ 
crete policy was needed in the 
matter. 
. 
Supervisor Walter V. Pittman 
declared, “I have no children of 
my own, but I’m willing that a 
part of my tax money should go 
for the care of persons suffering 
from this awful disease. I think 
it’s our duty to take care of our 
polio patients.” 


SUPERVISOR Floyd Gilmore 
asked, '‘Why not send them to 
Los Angeles?” and Supervisor Ed 
S. Hill asked, “W hat do other 
counties do? We don’t want to be­ 
come a dumping ground for other 
states and counties.” 
At this point County Counsel 
Earl Redwine was called in to 
render an opinion, which, as in 
most cases, settled the matter. 
Redwine told the board that such 
patients should receive treatment 
at the county hospital.

Local Riders Plan 


Four-Day Trek 


Into Mountains 


Notified recently that Vaqueros 
del Desierto, pioneer riding group 
of Southern California, wish to 
return to their former schedule 
of a fall ride this year, directors 
of the Palm Springs Horsemen’s 
association Friday voted to stage 
a mountain ride for its members 
and guests May 30 and 31 and 
June 1 and 2. 
In a second important action 
the directors voted to urge the 
U. S. forest service to name a 
new trail to be built up the west 
fork of Palm Canyon the Cecil 
Isenagle Trail in honor of the 
memory of the late Palm Springs 
resident who was a charter mem­ 
ber of the association. Riding 
groups 
here 
are 
contributing 
$1500 to the trail work, this 
money to be matched from U. S. 
forest service funds. 


THE SWITCH from the fall to 
the spring as the time for the 
annual 
Horseman’s 
association 
ride, which is designed chiefly 
for Palm Springs residents, was 
voted unanimously by the direc­ 
tors in light of the Vaqueros ac­ 
tion. Although they had staged 
their ride in the fall for many 
seasons prior to the war, the 
Vaqueros tried a spring date in 
May last year and it was pre­ 
sumed the group would continue 
this schedule. As a result the 
Horsemen’s association arranged 
its first annual ride in the fall, 
their first trek being held last 
October with more than 60 en­ 
joying the four-day outing. 
Barney Hinkle, ride chairman, 
will direct plans for the May 30- 
June 2 jaunt this year, assisted 
by a large committee of local 
horsemen. Route for the ride will 
be selected in the near future and 
information distributed to 
the 
members. Lateness of the dates 
will enable the group to include 
some high country in the itiner­ 
ary, in the belief of Raymond 
Cree, president of the association, 
who presided at the directors’ 
session. The president appointed 
George Rasmussen as assistant to 
Hinkle in charge of rides until 
the permanent chairman is free 
of his duties with the Eleventh 
Annual Circus of which he is 
general chairman this year. 


REQUEST that the forest serv­ 
ice name the new trail in hon­ 
or of the late Mr. Isenagle was 
voted after the directors had au­ 
thorized President Cree and Sec­ 
retary Anthony Burke to sign a 
contract with the forest service 
covering the cooperative agree­ 
ment under which the work is to 
be financed. It was recalled th at 
Mr. Isenagle was author of the 
articles of incorporation and by­ 
laws of the association and took 
a deep interest in formation of 
the group last summer. 
Riding groups which will con­ 
tribute to the $1500 matching 
fund here are the Horsemen’s 
association. Los Compadres, Des­ 
ert Riders and the Vaqueros. 


PHIL DELANO reported that 
John Harris, of the Ü. S. forest 
service in charge of trail con­ 
struction, had determined that 
original plans for construction of 
a new trail up Murray canyon 
to Antsell rock would be too 
costly for the money now avail­ 
able, and suggested the alternate 
route up the West fork of Palm 
canyon. He estimated the new 
“trail will cut off three hours 
traveling time between the Bench 
at Palm Springs and the junction 
with existing trails in the vicinity 
of Big Oak Springs. 
It is understood construction of 
the trail will be started late this 
spring and completed during the 
summer. 


TOMMY TYNDAL. ski expert 
formerly of Palm Springs and 
now residing in Idyllwild, told 
the group of formation of the 
San 
Jacinto 
Mountain 
Horse­ 
men’s association. He said the 
new unit will center its activities 
on trail construction in the m oun­ 
tains with particular attention to 
keeping open the trails from 
Idyllwild through the built-up 
sectios to the routes into the high 
country, revealing that new sub­ 
divisions and developments are 
threatening to cut off many of 
these trails.

Tax Notes

PARTNERSHIP RETURNS — 
W hen tw o oi more individuals 
form a partnership they m ust file 
a return at the end of th e calen­ 
dar or fiscal year. 
A partner­ 
ship does not pay a tax on income 
hut the retu rn is an information 
return stating the division of the 
profits to w hich each partner is 
entitled. 
Each partner then in­ 
cludes the profit, or loss, in his 
individual return. 
DEDUCTIONS—Unless a tax­ 
payer uses the short-form or uses 
the standard deduction on the 
long-form, he is entitled to cer­ 
tain deductions from his adjusted 
gross income. These deductions 
are as follows: Contributions to 
charitable organizations, interest, 
taxes, losses from casualties, a 
portion of m edical and dental 
expenses, and other m iscellan­ 
eous deductions. 
Unless the am ounts covering 
the above deductions am ount to 
MORE than 10% of vour income 
it is better to use the short-form 
or tlie standard deduction on the 
long-form. 
CONTRIBUTIONS: 
M o n c v 
AND property donated to organ­ 
izations operated for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary or 
educational purposes. Also to or­ 
ganizations operated for th e pre­ 
vention of cruelty to anim als or 
children, veterans’ organization, 
or governm ental organizations for 
exclusive public purposes. 
The 
deductions cannot exceed 15% of 
the adjusted gross income. 
INTEREST: 
Interest paid on 
all personal debts. 
Remember 
th at interest paid on business 
debts should not be included here 
since this interest should he in­ 
cluded in deductions from rental 
or business income. 
TAXES: State income tax, sales 
tax. 
real estate 
and 
personal 
property 
taxes, 
unemployment 
insurance. Taxes paid in connec­ 
tion w ith rental income or a bus­ 
iness you operate should not be 
deducted here but deducted from 
the income. 
CASUALTY LOSSES: 
Under 
this heading casualty losses not 
due to natural causes are deduct­ 
ible. Loss of residence, autom o­ 
bile, personal belongings through 
fire or storm s are some examples. 
Also, dam ages to your automobile 
caused by faulty driving, not the 
w illful act or w illful negligence 
of the taxpayer, can be deducted. 
Losses through theft or embezzle­ 
m ent are deductible if proven. 
MEDICAL AND DENTAL EX­ 
PENSES: Medical and dental ex­ 
penses includes any paym ent for 
diagnosis, cure, treatm ent, m iti­ 
gation or prevention of disease. 
Prem ium s for accident or health 
insurance are also deductible as 
w ell as paym ents for artificial 
limbs, artificial teeth, eyeglasses, 
healing devices. 
Fees paid to 
C hristian Science practioners, li­ 
censed chiropractors, osteopaths, 
practical or registered nurses are 
deductible. 
Also drugs, medical 
supplies and vitam ins prescribed 
by the doctor. Railroad fare to 
and from the hospital or doctor, 
cab fare in obstetrical cases, am­ 
bulance 
hire, 
are 
deductible. 
However, you m ay only deduct 
expenses over 5% of your adjust­ 
ed gross income and not more 
than $1250.00 for each exem ption 
shown on your tax return. 
A 
careful record of all m edical and 
dental expenses should be kept. 
MISCELLANEOUS: U nder this 
heading include all other allow­ 
able deductions not show n else­ 
w here, such as: 
Alim ony pay­ 
m ents and separate m aintenance 
paym ents w hich are taxable to 
the wife, gam bling losses b u t not 
to exceed the gains reported for 
the sam e year, expenses incurred 
in connection w ith your em ploy­ 
m ent w hich are not reim bursed 
by your employer, and union 
dues.

THE SIDEWINDER—Part 6 
It has already been stressed 
that your chance of even being 
bitten by a rattler are a thous­ 
and to one against it, and of 
dying, only a fraction of one 
per cent. Still, it’s best to know 
what to do in case such an 
emergency should arise. 
The first thing to do if bitten 
is to try to remain as calm as 
possible. Many people who rep­ 
utedly died from a rattler bite 
really died of shock. Just re­ 
member that the chances of re­ 
covery are all on your side. 
THE NEXT THING you should 
do is to apply a tourniquet be­ 
tween the wound and the heart. 
Use your belt, a shoe string, a 
garter, a piece of rope or heavy 
string . . . anything you have on 
hand. But don’t make it too‘tight. 
You aren’t trying to stop the 
entire flow of blood, as you 
would in severe bleeding. No, all 
you want to do is to stop the 
flow of venous blood back to the 
heart. You want the arterial 
blood to keep on flowing away 
from the heart, because this aids 
in washing out more of the 
venom. And be sure to release 
this tourniquet every 20 minutes 
just in case you do get it on too 
tight; just for a few seconds, 
then retighten. 
The third thing to do is to 
make small incisions over the 
site of each fang puncture. These 
need only be about a quarter of 
inch in length and as deep. Cer­ 
tainly don’t 
make them any 
deeper or you might severe an 
artery. The purpose of these cuts 
is to make the flow of blood there 
more copious, to keep the wounds 
washed out. The venom, you 
know, is only gradually absorbed 
into the •blood-stream, and quick 
incisions will wash much of this 
venom out before it can be ab­ 
sorbed. Be sure to sterilize what­ 
ever you use first, with a match 
or cigarette lighter, and if you 
don’t have a knife, use a razor 
blade or a sharp piece of glass. 
THE NEXT STEP depends 
upon the condition of your 
mouth. If you have no open 
sores there, you can suck out 
more of the venom without 
danger. Of course, if you have a 
suction bulb, use that . . . or a 
heated bottle placed over the 
place of the bite, which, as it 
cools, will draw out more poison. 
After you have put on the 
tourniquet to inhibit the carrying 
of the venom back toward the 
heart, have made small incisions 
to speed the washing out of more 
poison, and have applied suction 
to get rid of still more, then get 
to the nearest doctor. Here, you 
will be administered anti-venon 
serum, and your treatment com­ 
pleted. The key note of the whole 
treatment, however, is to try to 
remain calm, and to do these first 
three steps quickly, before the 
venom can be absorbed. 
AMONG THE THINGS you 
should NOT do, is to run for 
help. Activity of this sort will 
just speed up your circulation 
and spread the venom that much 
more rapidly through your sys­ 
tem. Don’t drink alcohol. In 
spite of the fact that old pros­ 
pectors always carry a bottle of 
whiskey along with them as 
snakc-bite remedy, alcohol will 
do more harm than good in this 
case. Don’t use potassium per­ 
manganate. Use of this will cause 
infection that may prove more 
serious than the bite itself. And 
don't burn the spot with a hot 
iron, as was once the prevalent 
treatment in pioneer days. Such 
cauterization may also result in 
more serious infection and blood 
poisoning. 
* 
Among the few enemies of rat­ 
tlesnakes, other than man, should 
be listed the King Snake and the 
Roadrunner. Several tall tales 
regarding both these creatures 
are in current circulation. The 
King Snake, for instance, is sup­ 
posed to be the mortal enemy of 
the rattler and always in search 
of him. Actually the King Snake 
feeds upon any lizards and 
snakes it chances upon. If. when 
it's hungry, it meets a rattle­ 
snake, it will attack and kill him 
bv constriction, grabbing the 
snake near the head, coiling its 
body around him lengthwise, and 
squeezing tightly until the rattler 
has been suffocated to death 
There is no real crushing of 
bones as is so often described 
in fiction. The reason the King 
Snake does this, is to obtain 
food, and after killing, he will 
devour the rattler. That is why 
he refuses to attack if not hun­ 
gry. There seems to be a thick 
layer of fat around the King 
snake’s body which protects him 
from the venom. The same is 
true of the domestic hog and wild 
pigs (peccary), both of which 
can readily attack and kill rat­ 
tlesnakes with their sharp hooves, 
w i t h o n t apparent harm even 
when bitten several times. The 
fatty tissue seems to negate the 
poison. 
AS FOR THE ROADRUNNER. 
that odd crested desert bird with 
long legs and a long tail, many 
are the stories spun by the pros­ 
pector about him. One has it that 
this bird finds a rattler asleep, 
gathers cactus thorns and sticks 
them upright around the slumber­ 
ing snake, points upright, to form 
a spiny fence. When the rattler 
later ¡¿wakens, it is supposed to 
become so irked at its imprison­ 
ment that it promptly bites itself, 
dies of its own poison, and is 
then eaten by the roadrunner. 
Actually, roadrunners feed on 
any lizard or snake that they 
happen upon, and if they are

Village Honored 
Says Police Chief 
in Monthly Report 
Palm Springs was signally hon­ 
ored last month, Chief of Police 
A. G. Kettmann. reported to City 
Manager William E. Alworth and 
city council last week. It is the 
smallest city in the country to 
have held an FBI “in-service 
training school” he said. 
Members of the local depart­ 
ment underwent an intensive 
course of training under super­ 
vision of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and high ranking 
police officers from other south­ 
land cities. 
THE REPORT revealed that 
members of the local force were 
schooled in each department of 
police work. 
Nine burglaries in the Village 
were cleared in the month with 
the arrest of four persons. In 
line with the “prevention of 
crime” policy of the local depart­ 
ment. three were arrested a few 
hours after they entered the 
Village, caught in the act of 
burglary. This quick action by 
the local force, the chief said, 
p r o b a b l y forestalled several 
other burglary attempts. 
FEBRUARY showed a slight 
decrease in the local 
crime 
wave” with eight felonv arrests 
and 201 misdemeanor arrests. 
Bulk of the latter was due to 
153 traffic citations issued. 
During the month, 24 were ar­ 
rested for drunkenness. There 
were nine traffic mishaps with 
four persons injured. 
In all, 348 complaints, were in­ 
vestigated. Police cars travelled 
8001 miles in February.

hungry and find a rattler, they 
won’t hesitate to attack, kill, and 
eat or to feed it to their young; 
but thev do not just go out in 
search of rattlesnakes alone. 
IN KILLING these snakes, the 
roadrunner 
adopts the same 
strategy that the mongoose does 
in attacking a cobra. He teases 
the snake to get it to strike, 
hopping out of reach each time, 
and keeps this continual torment­ 
ing up until the reptile is so 
tired of striking it can’t recoil 
with the usual lightning speed. 
While the snake is thus fatigued, 
the roadrunner darts in, seizes it 
by the neck or pierces its brain 
with his sharp beak, and dashes 
it into oblivion. An obviously 
staged fight between these two 
was photographed very graphic­ 
ally recently in a feature-length 
picture made in Mexico and 
called “The Adventures of Chico. 
It clearly shows the techniques 
and ruses employed by the agile 
bird in wearing the snake down. 
How long do individual snakes 
live? In captivity, a rattlesnake 
has been kept alive over 12 years. 
This no doubt is exceptional, 
since in the wild state, snakes 
probably do not survive to such 
ripe old age. Perhaps 6 or 8 years 
might be a conservative average. 
Very large individuals are ex­ 
ceedingly uncommon. 
REMEMBER in connection with 
rattlesnakes, that there are rela­ 
tively few of them on our des­ 
erts. 
. 
Your chances of even seeing 
one are mighty slim, and of being 
bitten by one even slimmer, and 
of dying from such a bite, prac­ 
tically negligible. 
Just bear in mind that they 
are about in the warm summer 
months; learn to recognize the 
poisonous from the harmless 
species; and know the emergency 
treatment in case of snake-bite. 
Then forget snakes and enjoy 
your visit to our deserts. It’s as 
simple as all that.
